BE ARFECTED IF 
TRAINMEN STRIKE 


As many) as 75 Uplanders may 
have to stay at home Sunday if 
the impending Pacific Electric 
strike is not averted by settlement 
of the train and busmen’s long- 
standing wage dispute. A work 
stoppage order to become effect- 
five at 2 a.m. Sunday has been 
issued by representatives of the 
‘Brotherhood of Railway trainmen, 
and drivers on the Los Angeles: 
San Bernardino bus line will be 
‘among the 3,000 employes affected 
iby the walkout. 

Harry M. Wright, local Pacific 
Electric agent, said this morning 
‘that only a few persons in this 
community will have to find other 
means of transportation to work 
if-the strike should continue, since 
only six or eight regular commut- 
ers go out of Upland each day. 
However, an average of 75 use 
the buses daily for business or 
pleasure trips. 

The trainmen and bus drivers, 
originally getting 87 cents an 
hour, are asking for a 13-cent in- 
crease. A 24-hour work stoppage 
called for yesterday morning was 
settled in the Los Angeles area 
when conductors and motormen 
obtained a  3-cent increase, 
through adjustment brought about 
by Fred M. Vinson, economic stab- 
ilization director. Efforts to ob- 
tain the remaining 10 cents an 
hour have so far proved futile. 

- Approximately 1,000,000 persons 
in the Los Angeles area will have 
to find a new way to get to work 
if the strike is in effect Monday 
morning.

Members of 
the medical profession accepted 
the “Sister Kenny” treatment only 
after becoming thoroughly con- 
vinced that it was an advancement 

over the long-used “splints and 
' braces” method. 

USE HOT PADS 

The new treatment, the speaker 
said, was nothing more than the 
regular and systematic applica- 
tion of hot pads to the affected 
muscles. He illustrated his in- 
teresting address with pictures 
showing the condition of young 
patients prior to receiving the 
treatment and the results a few 
weeks later. 

He hastened to caution his lis- 
teners that the treatment will not 
bring 100 per cent cure, but he 
repeatedly described it as a major 
advancement in combatting one of 
the most devastating of the dis- 
eases. 

A nurse, referred to by thous- 
ands as “Sister Kenny” used her 
treatment while serving the peo- 
ple in Australia’s “bush country”.
